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REPORT  OF  THE  DIVISION  OF  ANIMAL  HEALTH 
July  1,  1984  -  June  30,  1985 

To:   The  Commissioner  of  Food  and  Agriculture 

The  Division  of  Animal  Health  seeks  to  control  or  eradicate  a  series  of 
important  domestic  animal  diseases,  almost  all  of  which  have  a  direct  impact 
on  human  health.   Cattle,  swine,  equine,  sheep,  goat,  poultry  and  miscellane- 
ous animal  species  are  all  bred,  fed-out,  produced  and  maintained  in  Massachu- 
setts for  a  number  of  uses  -  for  their  meat,  milk  or  eggs  or  the  animal  fibers 
and  pleasure  they  also  produce.   The  livestock  section  of  the  state's  agricul- 
tural economy  is  a  multi-million  dollar  business,  of  extreme  importance  to  both 
farmer  and  consumer.   It  is  the  pride  and  livelihood  of  our  farming  community 
but  it  is,  more  importantly,  a  major  source  of  fresh,  high-quality,  safe, 
readily  available  and  value-effective  food  and  food  products.   The  Division  of 
Animal  Health  monitors  this  safety  and  quality  through  a  series  of  disease 
surveillance,  testing,  inspecting  and  vaccination  programs.   These  are  admini- 
stered through  sections  1  through  48  of  Chapter  129  as  well  as  applicable  sec- 
tions of  other  chapters  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  Division  consisted  of  twenty-five  positions;  four  staff  Veterinarians, 
a  Director,  six  Animal  Health  Inspectors,  six  Poultry  and  Poultry  Product  In- 
spectors, a  Supervisor  of  Riding  Academies,  and  a  clerical  staff  of  seven. 
Three  positions  were  vacant  through  most  of  fy  1985  and  all  three  were  removed 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  leaving  the  Division  complement  at  twenty-two, 
all  of  which  were  filled.   Since  there  are  more  than  125,000  cattle,  nearly 
30,000  equines,  more  than  60,000  swine,  17,000  sheep  and  goats  as  well  as  over 
two  million  birds,  all  of  which  are  maintained  on  well  over  30,000  premises  in 
Massachusetts,  the  inspecting  and  record-keeping  task  is  monumental.   The  v;ork 
itself  is  either  professional  or  technical,  requiring  a  high  degree  of  know- 
ledge of  m.edicine,  zoology,  animal  husbandry  and  a  number  of  intricate  export- 
import  laws  and  regulations.   Few  persons  realize  that  almost  no  domestic  ani- 
mal or  bird  moves  even  from  one  state  to  another  without  tests,  permits  and/or 
a  certificate  of  health.   Absolutely  exact  records  are  kept  and  maintained  and 
the  individual  identification  for,  literally,  tens  of  thousands  of  animals  or 
birds  moving  from  ov/ner  to  sale  to  a  new  oiNmer  in  both  interstate  and  interna- 
tional commerce  must  be  totally  error-free.   We  are  very  fortunate  to  have  a 
talented  and  highly  experienced  office  staff,  with  a  great  deal  of  technical 
expertise  in  the  many  areas  of  disease  control  we  service.   A  better-paying 
career  ladder  should  be  established  within  the  Division,  with  credit  offered 
for  technical  knowlege,  if  these  people  are  to  be  retained.   It  is  not  possible 
to  replace  their  specialized  knowledge  with  individuals  from  the  usual  Civil 
Service  clerical  position  lists.   Field  personnel  are  supplied  with  state  cars 
which  the  Division  leases  from  the  Motor  Vehicle  Management  Bureau.   Our  opera- 
ting budget  for  fy  1985  was  $633,925.00  with  a  small  surplus  resulting  from 
unfilled  positions. 

The  Division  prepares  and  is  responsible  for  its  own  budget  which  is 
within  that  of  the  Department  of  Food  and  Agriculture.   Amounts  in  the  fy  1985 
budget  by  subsidiary,  appear  on  page  8.   Subsidiaries  01  and  02  represent 
salaries;  03  is  spent  contractually,  to  outside  accredited  Veterinarians  doing 
brucellosis  and  tuberculosis  testing  and  vaccinations  on  a  f ee-per-animal  basis; 
the  remainder  of  the  subsidiaries  are  largely  for  support  costs;  office  expenses, 
printing,  postage,  telephone,  eartags  and  legbands,  auto-leasing,  etc.  Statis- 
tical tables  for  each  program  follow  the  body  of  this  report. 
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The  Tuberculosis  Program:   All  cattle  in  the  state  are  scheduled  for  test,  at 
state  expense,  once  every  three  years.  Each  test  requires  two  visits  either  by 
a  staff  or  fee-basis  Veterinarian,  one  visit  to  inject  each  animal  and,  since 
the  TB-test  for  animals  is  a  skin  test  as  it  is  for  humans,  a  second  visit  to 
read  the  result  72  hours  later.   In  fact,  almost  all  of  our  producing  dairy 
cows  are  tested  annually  (the  interim  tests  at  owner  expense)  in  order  to 
qualify  milk  for  sale  in  certain  neighboring  states.   Since  these  owner-paid 
tests  represent  a  sizeable  annual  fee  for  the  privilege  of  selling  milk  to 
certain  other  state  markets  and  since  Massachusetts  has  been  "Accredited  Free" 
in  Tuberculosis,  we  have  felt  that  our  neighboring  states  could  well  relax  this 
requirement  and  we  have  made  such  requests,  so  far  without  result.   Massachusetts 
farmers  rightfully  feel  that  this  annual  test  requirement  is  tantamount  to  an 
interstate  tariff  on  milk.   Given  our  staff  shortage,  we  do  not  usually  TB-test 
the  small  one-  or  two-animal  beef  herds.   Since  these  are  intended  for  slaughter 
and  will  be  carcass-inspected  at  that  time,  the  surveillance  is  adequate.  The 
TB  program  has  recently  been  placed  on  a  full-town  rather  than  on  an  individual 
herd  basis  and  this  has  proven  to  be  more  efficient  as  well  as  cost-effective. 
With  human  Tuberculosis  on  a  worldwide  upsurge,  particularly  in  dense,  urban 
populations,  we  are  proud  to  be  able  to  say  that  no  bovine  Tuberculosis  has 
been  reported  in  a  Massachusetts  dairy  herd  in  over  seven  years. 

The  Brucellosis  Program:   June  30,  1985  marked  the  26th  month  that  Massachusetts 
has  been  rated  a  "FREE"  state  in  this  important,  zoonotic  disease,  and  the  40th 
month  since  a  case  of  field-strain  bovine  brucellosis  was  found  in  a  herd  here. 
This  rating,  shared  now  by  19  other  states,  most  of  which  are  in  the  northeast, 
is  of  primary  importance  to  the  Division  and  to  our  dairy  and  beef  producers. 
It  clears  our  cattle  to  go  to  many  states  without  test,  provides  an  entire  area 
with  important  disease  protection  and  is  of  extreme  value  to  the  exporters  of 
some  of  the  nation's  very  best  purebred  cattle.   Reliance  to  maintain  "FREE" 
status  is  on  several  state-paid  programs;  the  vaccination  of  all  female  calves 
between  the  ages  of  four  and  eight  months,  the  re-test  of  all  imported  cattle 
and,  with  federal  cooperation,  two  strictly-enforced  surveillance  programs  - 
the  Brucellosis  Ring  Test  (BRT)  for  all  dairy  cows  and  the  Market  Cattle  Inspec- 
tion (MCI)  for  all  slaughtered  cattle.   Bovine  Dealer  licensing  and  reporting 
enables  us  to  trace  cattle  movement  and  locate  the  herd  of  origin  in  the  event 
of  an  MCI  test-positive.   Since  some  calves  actually  become  infected  with  the 
vaccine-strain  of  brucellosis,  the  occasional  test-positive  at  time  of  slaughter 
is  not  unusual,  but  each  must  be  traced  back  to  its  herd  of  origin  for  further 
test  and  inspection.   The  total  eradication  of  this  disease  has  been  goal  to  the 
cattle  industry  and  USDA  for  well  over  forty  years.   With  large  areas  of  the 
country  now  "FREE",  it  is  hoped  that  the  next  five  years  will  see  country-wide 
eradication  of  a  disease  which  has,  under  the  name  of  Undulant  Fever,  long 
affected  mankind.   Since  Massachusetts  is  an  importing  state,  for  cattle,  we 
regard  ourselves  at  risk  in  brucellosis  and  this  particular  program  has  first 
priority  in  the  Division. 

Swine  Brucellosis:   At  the  end  of  fy  1985  this  disease  was  known  to  exist  on 
only  one  swine  operation.   This  herd  has  been  under  test  for  some  time  and  is 
expecird  to  be  disease-free  early  in  fy  1986.   With  USDA  help  and  cooperation, 
most  of  the  state's  counties  are  now  Validated-Free.   We  were  fortunate,  in 
fy  1985,  to  hire  a  staff  veterinarian  with  a  great  deal  of  experience  and  ex- 
pertise in  swine  diseases.   Since  sv/ine  bleeding  (for  blood  test)  is  both  risky 
and  difficult,  it  requires  more  care  that  other  large  animal  blood  tests.   With 
federal  funding  and  personnel  at  an  all-time  low,  it  was  important  that  the 
Division  gain  capability  in  this  area.   We  are  confident  that  state-wide  Vali- 
dation, and  its  maintainence,  is  now  within  reach. 
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Other  Swine  Diseases :   Massachusetts,  together  with  the  rest  of  the 
country,  has  remained  Hog  Cholera  and  African  Swine  Fever  free.  Sur- 
veillance for  both  is  carried  out  primarily  via  the  federal  garbage- 
cooking  law,  under  which  swine  inspections  are  made  regularly  by  federal 
Animal  Health  Technicians.   Several  Massachusetts  owners  found  guilty 
of  derelictions  under  this  law  and  fined  substantially  in  federal  court, 
but  compliance  in  general  is  excellent.   Since  the  requirements  of  the 
state's  garbage-feeder  permit  closely  match  those  of  the  federal  rule, 
both  state  Permit  and  federal  License  go  hand-in-hand.   A  state  Swine 
Dealer  Permit  with  accompanying  vehicle  identification  plate  allows 
monitoring  of  all  swine  sale  and  movement  interstate.   A  relatively  new 
Swine  Pseudorabies  law  for  forbids  the  importation  of  untested  breeding 
swine  as  well  as  any  use  of  vaccine  here.   Since  this  disease  also 
affects  cattle  and  many  other  animals,  both  wild  and  domestic,  it  is 
very  difficult  of  eradication  and  control  is  best  achieved  by  preventing 
its  entry.  Massachusetts  is  Pseudorabies-free  at  this  time. 

Pet  Shop  Licensing:   One  of  our  oldest  licensing  programs,  and  originally 
designed  as  a  humane  animal-protective  device,  this  program  has  proven 
of  especial  value  as  a  disease- control  measure.   Exotic  Newcastle  Disease 
(VWD)  is  endemic  in  all  of  South  America,  from  which  come,  either  legally 
imported  or  smuggled,  almost  all  of  our  psittacine  birds  -  parrots,  ma- 
caws, cockatoos  and  many  others.   Since  the  sale  of  any  bird  or  animal  by 
a  pet  shop  for  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  must  be  recorded,  and  the 
record  kept  for  twelve  months,  licensing  provides  an  invaluable  tool  to 
trace  any  disease-exposed  or  incubating  bird.   The  federal  government 
maintains  import  quarantine  stations  for  these  birds,  mainly  in  Florida 
and  California,  but  exposure  has  occurred,  even  in  birds  passing  through 
these  stations.   Although  exposed  birds  have  reached  this  state  on  at  least 
four  occasions,  no  disease  was  found  in  them  and  tracebacks  were  100%. 
WND  poses  an  enormous  threat  to  the  multi-million  dollar  poultry  industry 
in  this  country,  should  it  ever  escape  into  the  wild  bird  population  here, 
and  our  control  over  it  is  absolutely  imperative.   Recent  legislation, 
similar  to  a  law  already  in  place  in  New  York,  requiring  all  psittacine 
birds  to  be  native-raised  and  not  imported,  was  proposed  to  the  Massachusetts 
legislature  in  fy  1985.   It  was  widely  felt,  however,  that  such  a  law 
would  increase  smuggling  before  it  could  increase  local  breeding  of  these 
birds  and  passage  was  not  recommended  although  this  approach  would  have 
considerable  merit  if  proposed  on  a  federal  level  and  not  attempted  state 
by  state.   At  the  end  of  fy  1985,  230  Pet  Shops  were  licensed,  with  most 
of  the  inspections  carried  out  by  Agents  of  the  Massachusetts  Society  for 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals.   These  inspections  were  augmented,  in 
1985,  by  regular  visits  by  staff  Veterinarians  and  Animal  Health  Inspectors. 

Equine  Programs;   With  the  position  of  Supervisor  of  Riding  Academies 
filled,  280  Riding  School/Stables,  950  Riding  Instructors,  and  16 
Horse  Auctions  and  Transporters  (Dealers)  were  licensed  in  fy  1985.   This 
represents  our  largest  revenue-producing  program,  with  $32,061.00  in 
license  and  permit  fees.   These  programs  have  resulted  in  a  general  improve- 
ment in  the  caliber  and  safety  of  horseback-riding  instruction  here,  with 
both  humane  and  consumer  interests  well  addressed.   The  number  and  quality 
of  the  the  equines  bred,  raced,  shown  and  stabled  here  showed  a  marked 
increase  in  fy  1985,  following  a  seven-year  decline.   Several  of  the  country's 
largest  breed  shows  are  held  annually  in  Massachusetts  and  the  Massachusetts 
Horsemen's  Council  approvei just  under  50  shows,  in  addition  to  the  countless 
unrecognized  horse  and  pony  shows  which  are  held  throughout  the  year.   The 
Division  maintains  the  records  for  Coggins  Testing  (for  Equine  Infectious 
Anemia,  EIA)  and  monitors  the  one  large  horse  and  pony  sale  in  the  state 
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for  compliance.   With  fine  cooperation  from  all  horse  owners,  Massachusetts 
had  nine  EIA-positives  in  fy  1985,  almost  all  of  which  were  found  through 
sale-surveillance.   Although  all  equines  imported  into  Massachusetts  must 
have  a  negative  test  made  within  six  months  prior  to  entry,  Massachusetts- 
owned  and  -exhibited  horses  may  be  shown  here  on  a  24-month  test.   We  re- 
gard the  state  as  virtually  free  of  EIA  in  its  resident  equine  population. 
The  American  Quarter  Horse  Association  recently  printed  a  Proceedings  Book 
in  which  all  speeches  and  reports  read  at  an  EIA  Seminar  conducted  by  the 
association  may  be  found.   As  a  leading  state  in  this  area  of  disease 
control,  Massachusetts  was  represented  by  the  Director  whose  speech  covering 
the  history  of  EIA  in  this  state  was  included,  together  with  reports  of 
the  most  recent  medical  advances,  both  here  and  in  China.   The  similarity 
of  the  EIA  virus  with  that  causing  AIDS  has  sparked  renewed  interest  in 
EIA. 

Guard  Dog  Business  Licensing:   Fy  1985  represented  the  second  full  year 
of  licensing.   No  businesses  were  refused  and  inspecting  agents  of  both 
the  Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals  and  the 
Animal  Rescue  League  of  Boston  expressed  a  belief  that  the  program  has  been 
effective  in  preventing  the  abuse  of  dogs  used  for  guarding  purposes.   A 
total  of  thirteen  such  businesses  were  licensed. 

Hearing  Ear  Dog  Training  Kennel  License:  This  program  was  mandated  under 
legislation  passed  late  in  1984.   The  purpose  is  to  license  such  training 
establishments  as  offer  dogs  which  have  been  trained  to  alert  deaf  persons  to 
specific  sounds,  such  as  a  ringing  telephone,  doorbell  or  fire  alarm. 
Since  cost  of  such  animals,  as  with  the  Seeing-eye  Dog,  may  be  state-paid 
in  some  instances,  licensing  was  seen  as  necessary.   Proposed  Rules  and 
Regulations  for  licensing  have  been  written,  but  in  the  absence  of  depart- 
mental Counsel,  no  Hearing  have  been  held.   This  priority  has  not  been 
high  as  only  two  such  businesses,  both  of  which  have  been  inspected  by 
humane  agents,  are  known  to  exist  here. 

Rabies  Control:   Under  the  law,  all  physicians  and  hospitals  must  report  all 
animal  bites  to  the  local  town  animal  inspector  or  dog  officer  in  order  that 
the  biting  animal,  usually  a  dog,  may  be  placed  under  a  quarantine  for 
rabies  surveillance.   This  disease,  almost  invariably  fatal  to  humans,  has 
increased  alarmingly  in  the  mid-atlantic  states  in  raccoons  and  a  relatively 
recent  human  fatality  in  Massachusetts  (incurred  when  bitten  while  working 
in  Africa)  has  aroused  considerable  media  and  constituent  interest.   As  a 
result,  this  particular  surveillance  program  has  been  materially  tightened, 
with  the  aid  and  cooperation  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  under  whose 
jurisdiction  animal  rabies  tests  are  conducted.   A  new  vaccine  for  human  pro- 
tection whas  been  marketed  in  recent  years,  replacing  the  antiquated  -  and 
very  painful  -  duck-egg  embryo  vaccine.   Of  human  diploid  origin  (HDC)  the 
new  vaccine  is  apparently  effective,  safe,  painless,  requires  very  few  injec- 
tions and  is  recommended,  particularly  for  persons  in  animal  control  work 
and  people  traveling  abroad.   Details  are  available  from  the  state  Department 
of  Public  Health  or  your  own  physician. 

Poultry  Programs :   Massachusetts  was  exceedingly  fortunate,  during  late  fy 
1984  and  early  fy  1985  to  escape  the  highly  pathogenic  Avian  Influenza  out- 
break which  almost  decimated  the  poultry  industry  in  Pennsylvania  and  two 
other  states.   A  contingency  plan  was  written,  together  with  the  very  valuable 
cooperation  of  the  Executive  Office  and  a  number  of  other  state  agencies  and 
proved  to  be  an  excellent  exercise,  for  it  pin-pointed,  beyond  doubt,  the 
real  threats  to  any  large  livestock  industry  that  are  presented  by  unsanitary 
transport  of  animals  or  birds  or  carelessness  with  normal  disease-prevention 
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procedures.   The  state  was  fortunate  also  in  the  complete  cooperation 
given  the  Division's  efforts  by  the  "Fancy".   These  are  poultry  showmen, 
breeders  and  exhibitors  of  fancy  poultry  and  bantams.   With  the  ban  on 
poultry  shows  and  poultry  classes  at  fairs,  these  people  willingly  gave  up  an 
entire  season  to  theri  own  protection  ann  that  of  the  commercial  poultry 
interests,  from  the  possibility  that  the  indiscriminate  traveling  about 
during  the  show  season  would  risk  the  introduction  of  the  disease.   The  Di- 
vision would  like  to  thank  every  exhibitor,  the  entire  commercial  poultry 
industry,  the  Massachusetts  Poultry  Association  and  the  manager  of  the 
Massachusetts  Farm  Bureau  Federation's  "FACTS"  for  their  help  and  under- 
standing and  support.   Meanwhile,  other  poultry  work  went  on  in  fy  1985  as 
usual.   Full  statistics,  for  blood-testing,  disease  monitoring  and  the  egg 
inspections  at  both  stores  and  institutions  appear  on  page  26, 

Shows  and  Fairs :   With  more  than  150  shows  and  fairs  in  Massachusetts,  our 
staff  Veterinarians  and  Animal  and  Poultry  Inspectors  inspect  thousands 
of  animals  and  birds  each  year.   The  Division  of  Fairs  and  the  secretaries 
of  each  fair  and  show,  have  cooperated  fully  with  our  effort  to  place  a 
uniform  set  of  rules  for  exhibition-animal  health  in  every  prize  list.   Ex- 
hibitors also  have  been  pleased- with  the  result  and  almost  no  animals  or 
birds  were  refused  entry.   Since  the  show  or  fair  is  most  truly  the  "show 
window"  of  livestock  agriculture,  it  is  imperative  that  every  animal  shoi\7n 
be  healthy, free  of  any  known  disease  and  a  true  representative  of  its 
species . 

Sales  and  Auctions:   Statistics  for  the  four  regularly  scheduled  livestock 
sales  appears  on  page  IQ.  Each  of  these  is  inspected,  often  by  both  a  staff 
Veterinarian  and  an  Animal  Inspector.   In  addition,  cattle  dispersal  sales, 
cattle,  swine,  and  sheep  consignment  sales  and  other  specialized  sales  or 
auctions  are  also  covered.   In  fy  1985  one  of  the  most  successful  registered 
Holstein  sales  in  history  was  held  in  Massachusetts.   A  full  or  part  interest 
in  over  130  head  was  sold  for  a  total  of  almost  2  million  dollars.   The  re- 
spect for  which  Massachusetts  breeders  of  purebred  livestock  and  poultr}^ 
are  held  is  world-wide. 

Problems ; 

Staffing:   At  the  end  of  fy  1985  the  position  complement  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Animal  Health  was  reduced  by  three.   This  included  one  Poultry  In- 
spector, one  Animal  Health  Inspector  and  one  clerical  position.   With  the 
monetary  value  of  the  livestock  industry  in  Massachusetts  increasing  each 
year,  despite  the  decrease  in  acreage  devoted  to  it,  it  is  imperative  that 
we  maintain  our  "FREE"  status  in  both  Brucellosis  and  Tuberculosis.   We 
cannot  afford  any  disease  outbreak.   Disease  prevention  is  the  only  cost- 
effective  disease-control  procedure.   It  is  placed  at  risk  when  important 
positions  are  removed  from  the  state's  only  animal  disease  control  agency. 

In  addition,  some  procedure  should  be  found  and  implemented  whereby 
the  office  staff  is  placed  on  a.  better-paid  career  ladder,  where  credit 
can  be  given  for  the  technical  knowledge  they  must  possess.   At  this  time 
there  is  no  reward  for  their  specialized  knowledge,  and  no  time  available 
to  train  newcomers  when  these  valued  employees  move  on  to  better  paying 
positions  elsewhere. 

Large  animal  and  poultry  disease  diagnostic  facilities:   The  problems 
posed  by  personnel  attrition  in  both  Paige  Laboratory  (Poultry  diseases, 
large-animal  diagnostics,  mastitis,  etc.)  and  West  Laboratory  (Feed,  Seed 
and  Fertilizer  testing)  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  appears  insur- 
mountable.  Both  have  had  staff  depletions  due  to  retirements  and  there 
appears  no  plan  to  replace  these.   It  must  be  realized  that  a  properly 
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accredited  diagnostic  capability  must  exist  in  this  state  if  our  export 
market  is  to  be  served.   Certain  tests  can  be  forwarded  to  the  Veterinary 
Services  Laboratory  (USL-USDA)  at  Ames,  Iowa  but  turn-around  time  is  usu- 
ally at  least  three  weeks.   This  time  lapse  would  be  fatal  in  the  event 
of  any  major  disease  break.   In  fy  1984  the  Division  of  Animal  Health  con- 
tracted with  the  University  to  supply  certain  materials  and  supplies  for  this 
work,  and  the  contract  was  repeated  in  fy  1985,  for  a  sum  of  $18,000.00, 
but  this  sum  does  not  address  the  problem  of  personnel  at  the  University 
and  the  entire  area  of  controlled  services  -  from  mastitis  to  pullorum  to 
feed  analysis. 

Conclusion;   The  Division  of  Animal  Health  and  the  livestock  industry  of 
Massachusetts  can  take  pride  in  its  "FREE"   status  in  Brucellosis  and  its 
"Accredited  Free"  status  in  Tuberculosis.   My  special  thanks  go  to  the 
people  in  the  Division,  farmers, producers.  Veterinarians,  Dealers  and  the 
humane  agent  who  work  with  us  all. 

The  Division  is  indebted  to  Governor  Michael  S.  Dukakis,  Secretary  of 
Environmental  Affairs  James  Hoyte  and  to  Frederic  Winthrop,  Louis  Wells 
and  August  Schumacher,  Jr. ,  each  of  which  served  us  as  Commissioner  of  Food 
and  Agriculture  during  part  of  fy  1985.   We  are  also  indebted  to  numerous 
members  of  the  Legislature,  the  Massachusetts  Farm  Bureau  Federation,  agents 
of  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals  and 
the  Animal  Rescue  Leagues  of  Boston  and  New  Bedford,  Dr.  William  Smith  of 
USDA/APHIS,  the  Veterinary  Services  Department  of  the  University  of  Massa- 
chusetts, Dr.  George  Faddoul  of  the  Waltham  Experiment  Station,  the  prac- 
ticing Veterinarian  of  this  state,  the  many  purebred  breed  associations 
and  our  entire  farming  community.

RABIES 


Under  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  regulations 
Chapter  111,  General  Laws  as  amended  by  Chapter  265,  Acts  of  1938, 
Sections  6  and  7  "Dog  Bite"  is  declared  a  disease  dangerous  to  public 
health. 

Chapter  129,  Section  21  of  the- General  Laws,  was  amended  under 
Chapter  29,  Acts  of  1963  to  read:   "All  dogs  know  to  have  bitten 
persons  shall  be  quarantined  for  a  period  of  ten  (10)  days  for  obser- 
vation, at  the  end  of  which  period,  if  no  symptoms  of  rabies  have 
developed,  said  animals  may  be  released  from  quarantine  on  order  of 
the  Director." 

Investigation  of  reported  injuries  inflicted  to  persons  by  biting 
dogs  and  the  quarantining  of  such  dogs  is  one  of  the  duties  of  the 
Inspector  of  Animals. 

With  wild  animal  rabies  on  the  increase  in  the  mid-Atlantic  states, 
and  with  the  great  increase  in  foreign  travel,  interest  in  rabies  is  high, 
The  Division  strongly  recommends  the  use  of  rabies  clinics  and  the  main- 
tenance of  as  high  as  possible  percentage  of  properly  vaccinated  dogs 
and  cats. 

The  brains  of  eight  hundred  seventy-five  (875)  animals  were  sent  to 
Wasserman  Laboratory  for  examination.

Tuberculin  tests  are  conducted  by  State  and  Federal  accredited  veterinarians 
under  a  State  and  Federal  Cooperative  Plan  for  the  establishment  of  tuberculosis 
free  herds  and  the  eradication  of  Bovine  Tuberculosis.

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CERTIFICATE  OF  EQUINE  EXAMINATION 


During  the  fiscal  year  1985,  we  have  issued  two  hundred  sixty-one 
(261)  Certificates  of  Equine  Examination  for  four  hundred  thirty-seven 
(437)  horses  leaving  the  State  of  Massachusetts  for  shows,  fairs,  races 
and  sales. 

We  received  eight  hundred  twenty-eight  (828)  Certificates  of  Equine 
Examination  for  one  thousand  nine  hundred  seventy-six  (1,976)  horses 
entering  the  State  of  Massachusetts  for  exhibition,  racing,  breeding  and 
for  purchase  by  Massachusetts  horsemen.   One  thousand  five  hundred  fifty- 
eight  (1,558)  horses  came  from  thirty-eight  (38)  states  on  five  hundred 
ninety-three  (593)  certificates  and  four  hundred  twelve  (412)  horses  on 
two  hundred  thirty-three  (233)  certificates  came  from  the  following  nine 
(9)  countries:   Argentina,  Canada,  Denmark,  Egypt,  England,  Ireland, 
Netherlands,  Sweden  and  West  Germany.

LICENSING  OF  RIDING  INSTRUCTORS,  RIDING  SCHOOLS 
AND  EQUINE  DEALERS/TRANSPORTERS 

Requests  for  Riding  Instructor  applications  increased  from  246  to  271,  with 

a  total  of  139  applications  submitted.   One  thousand  thirty  two  (1032)  licenses 

were  issued,  including  new  and  renewal.

Riding  Instructor  exams  are  administered  on  an  individual  basis,  which  provides 
for  a  closer  review  of  the  applicant's  resume,  and  a  greater  awareness  by  the 
applicant  of  the  state  Laws  and  Regulations. 

Seventy-three  inquiries  were  made  for  a  state  stable  license,  and  forty  new 
licenses  were  issued.   Some  of  the  40  indicated  change  of  ownership  at  an 
existing  facility,  and  some  were  new  facilities  that  were  built. 

Some  stable  owners  have  built  indoor  arenas  for  year  round  riding,  indicating 
increased  riding  activity  and  interest.   One  of  the  largest  indoor  arenas  in 
New  England  was  built  in  Medway  for  commercial  use.   The  import  of  warmbloods 
is  seen  to  be  increasingly  popular. 

Although  trail  riding  (horse/pony  rental)  is  still  available,  the  use  of 
previous  rental  stables  is  changing  to  lessons  only,  and  other  uses,  such  as 
polo  clubs.   Liability  insurance,  especially  for  trail  riding,  is  becoming 
increasingly  difficult  to  obtain,  and  prohibitively  expensive. 

Local  zoning  problems  occurred  in  several  towns;  and  legal  problems  are  ongoing 
over  the  presence  of  stables  in  once  agricultural,  but  now  largely  residential 
areas.

The  publication  of  the  Horsemen's  Manual  of  which  700  copies  have  been  distributed 
so  far,  has  greatly  increased  awareness  of  the  laws,  and  provided  valuable 
information  to  both  horseowners,  and  town  officers.   It  has  enhanced  the  idea 
that  cooperation  is  necessary  between  the  horseowner,  horse  industry,  and  other 
residents  of  the  same  areas,  with  a  goal  of  mutual  respect  and  existence. 

Quality  of  both  facilities  and  animals  has  continued  to  improve  due  to  licensing. 
Camp  horses  in  particular  were  in  very  good  condition  at  the  end  of  the  season, 
as  a  result  of  timely  seasonal  inspection  of  both  facilities  and  animals. 
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Sixteen  dealer  licenses  were  issued  and  eighteen  plates.   One  hundred  percent 
enforcement  has  not  proven  possible,  and  some  dealers  remain  unlicensed. 
Transient  buyers  and  sellers  that  are  based  out  of  state  are  difficult  to 
apprehend,  and  many  buy  and  sell  on  a  one  time  basis.

POULTRY  DIVISION  REPORT 
July  I,  1984  -  June  30,  1985 

The  ban  on  exhibiting  poultry  at  Fairs  and  Poultry  Shows  was  removed 
October  1,  1984  .  The  showbird  flock  owners  are  to  be  congratulated  for 
their  cooperation  and  understanding  during  the  Avian  Influenza  outbreak  in 
Pennsylvania  and  surrounding  area.  We  in  Massachusetts  were  fortunate 
indeed  to  escape  the  killer  virus.   Inspectors  were  present  at  only  three 
poultry  shows  during  the  past  fiscal  year.  The  preceding  year  thirty- six 
shows  and  fairs  were  inspected. 

Under  the  National  Poultry  Improvement  Plan,  56,718  blood  samples  were 
collected  and  tested  for  evidence  of  Pullorum- Typhoid  disease.  Also, 
89,378  blood  samples  were  tested  for  evidence  of  M.G.  (Mycoplasma 
Gallisepticum)  and  40,916  samples  were  tested  for  M.S.  (Nlycoplasma  Synoviae) 
The  negative  results  of  these  tests  enabled  our  Massachusetts  Poultry 
Breeders  to  export  808,733  baby  chicks  and  55,878  dozen  of  hatching  eggs 
to  foreign  buyers. 

One  hundred  fifty- six  State  Institution  inspections  were  made  with 
1247  cases  of  eggs  being  examined.  Of  this  number  91  cases  were  rejected 
as  not  meeting  the  bid  specifications  of  the  Commonwealth.  All  rejected 
eggs  were  replaced  by  the  vendor. 

Our  inspectors  this  past  fiscal  year  visited  3364  retail  egg  outlets. 
Eggs  are  inspected  by  candleing  and  weighing  to  see  if  they  meet  the 
Massachusetts  Standards  for  Quality  and  Size  which  must  be  displayed  on 
the  container.  Violations  of  egg  laws  were  found  in  67  lots. 

During  the  year  165  surveillance  visits  were  made  to  egg  producers 
and  handlers  registered  under  the  Egg  Products  Inspection  Act  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  Since  our  inspectors  perform 
this  service  the  State  is  reimbursed  in  full. 

At  the  present  our  staff  consists  of  four  (4)  inspectors  and  a 
supervisor  who  also  work  in  the  field.
